The Great Eastern nefrigerator Co. of
Springfleld, Mass,, liag four representa-
tives in the town of Chittenden, where |
they have established n fern picking in-
dustry to last for two months, during
which wild ferns w.. be gathered and
sent to Springfield to be placed in eold
storage to be sold to Norists for decora-
tive purposes next winter. Twenty-five
pickers have besn engaged and they are
paid 20 cents per thousand fronds for
their work. During.three days recently,
3,500 pounds of fronds were sent daily
through the Rutland express oflice. They
are packed fiat in wooden enses holding
100 pounds. The ferns collected are
chiefly  the evergreen wood fern, the
#pinulose wood fern, the Christmas fern
and the marginas shield fern, which have
tough leathery .ronds.

Killed By Train

Albert J. Kierce, 38, of Arlington was
run down by the southbound sleeper over
the Rutland railrond early Sunday morn-
ing and was instantly killed. The wne-
l:'lgom. happened a short distance south
of the Arlington station and the body |
wis found at Sio'clock Sunday morning
by the trackwalker,

The unfortunate man is known to
have arrived in Arlington on the north-
bound sleeper and he evidently wandered
on to the tmck in' the darkness and
was strock by the southbound train
whieh meets the northbound at Manches-
tér,

He was & native of Arlington, son of
Michael Kierce and Catherine Morrissey,
He was a carpenter by trade and was in
the employ of M. J. Morrissey, Eight
years ago while working as & brakeman
on the Kutland railrond he lost the fin-
gers from one hand

He is survived by two brothers, ‘l'o!mI
F. of South Londonderry and Thomas J. |
of West Sand Lake, N. Y., and two|
sieters, Mre, Sherman of Troy and Mrs.
John A. Connelly of Bennington.

SUES FOR SLANDER.
Rutland Woman Claims Her Reputation
Was Damaged. |

Rutland, Aug. 24.—Mrs. Draunislaw
Owtraskn of Rutland has brought suit |
in Rutland county court throngh Charles
¥. Novak of this city as counsel, agninst
Jogephine Grudizan of Proctor, to nnl
cover damages of $5000 for alleged slan-
der,

alleged grievance, but that since the date
given she has been shunpned by her |
friends and has suffe;ed mental anguish
as result of statemonts made by the de-
fendant, who “greatly envying the hap-
py state of the plaintiff and contriving
wickedly and maliviously to injure tha
good name of Mrs, Ostraska and bring
her into public disgrace,” made state-
ments attacking her morals and jntimat-
ing that she is & thief.
